Refreshm ents ate served without charge to the soldier. 
E<>r all occasions, senior ami junior hostesses are drawn from the community 
The U SO also pro­ 
vide* opportunities for the development* of tabmts and hobbies 


Dw furnishings of the buildings make for a "hom ey" atmosphere with ample provisions for 
letter writing, reading, table games, or just "plain sitting." 
The buildings are kept spotlessly clean, 
and at all times are strictly supervised against undesirable conduct or misbehavior. 
If il w eir not for the ! 5Sf) m Tonopah, Nevada, both the moral and the morale problem would 
n* insurmountable.
